commercial enterprises. These 
are 


under the property tax plan. Under 
the Income tax. federal or state, any 
exemptions on account of the class 
of persons or kinds of income are op- 
posed. An income tax. it holds, roust 
be a- personal tax on every person in 
proportio.. to the income he enjoys 
from any source whatever. Also it 
urges consideration of the possibili- 
ties of repeal of e.xistinir exemptions, 
which have created privileged classes 
or indi\'iduals; and it recommends 
that no more tax-free bonds, whether 
state, national or municipal, be issued. 


In conclusion, the committee-holds 


that regardless of source, an income 
tax should be levied on every person, 
irrespective of source, since any other 
rule reauls in the esa&Ushr-.enis of 
privileged class. 


Whether the reader agrees with the 


plan for the unix-eiSal income tax or 
not, he will at least agree that there 
is a multiplicity of exemptions, when 
in_-fa.ct there should be only one, that 
of absolute public use.-which would 
include, along with government-own- 
ed properties^ hospitals and churches, 
and doubtless a few others. Other 
exemptions are -not for the genera! 
public gooil.
